o'clock the district was visited by one 
of the most terrific thunderstorms iu 
years and it. is thought lightning, 
travelling on telegraph wires entered 
a postal telegraph substation and 
started 
the flames which 
rapidly- 


spread through the highly in flamma- 
ble materials in the stores fronting on 
Louisiana avenue, Ninth and Tenth 
and D sli-cels. 


In a few minutes, under general 


alarm orders, the entire fire depart- 
ment commenced its efforts to check 
the lire's surcad, but exploding- bar- 
rels nl keiobcue and gasoline drove 
them oft' and led them to oirect their 
energies to preventing the iiames 
from crossing the streets to the neigh- 
boring squares. 


\\hile the firemen of No. 8 engine 


were working a hose through one of 
the old buildings, the roof fell with- 
out warning, burying them in the 
ruin1- 
The \vrejked building at once 


began burning furiously and any at- 
tempt at rescue was beyond question. 
Not until an hour later had the flames 
sufficiently subsided at this point for 
the firemen to begin removing the 
debris.

of conventions and election*. Bat they 
are by no means always accurate In their 
observations and predictions. Their boast- 
ed sagacity la frequently turned to mock- 
ery.aud their well-laid plans frustrated by 
influences that they have failed to per- 
ceive. A striking illustration of this fact 
is now presented in the case of the contest 
for the Republican nomination for the 
presidency. At the start, certain politi- 
cians particularly noted for their shrewd- 
ness made up their minds that there was 
no pronounced sentiment in the country 
for any one man, and that they could ac- 
cordingly dictate the nomination by strat- 
egy and manipulation. They were per- 
fectly confident that popular opinion had 
not yet crystallized, as they call it, and 
that they could readily make themselves 
masters of the situation. 
To their great 


astonishment, however, they soon discov- 
ered thnb they wore mistaken. Surprise 
after surprise came to emphasize the fact 
that their supposed astuteness had fooled 
thenj, and that what they had taken to be 
public indifference was really a well-de- 
fined and controlling preference and de- 
termination. 


It is easy now to seo that the contest 


wns practically decided before » single 
convention was held. In other words, 
the sentiment that is to be predominant 
in the St. Louis convention was ready in 
oxlstenco and merely waiting for an op- 
portunity of expression; and yet the most 
watchful and experienced of our politi- 
cians did not know anything about it. 
They proceeded in absolute ignorance of 
the true drift of public opinion. The in- 
formation upon which thoy relied was 
wholly misleading, and thoy were con- 
fronted at every step by the unexpected. 
It is useless, of course, for them to claim 
that this irresistible sentiment has boon 
generated by artificial means fiinuo the 
beginning of the contest. That would bo 
a miracle, and miracles do not happen in 
politics. The plain explanation is that 
they deceived themselves, or, in other 
words i.hoy were not so smart as their

(tonfcdoruto charge »t Gettysburg, to tho

man. Pickott WHS a Virginian and weut 
with his stato when it seceded from the 
Union in spite of the fact that Abraham 
1/incoln who had just been inaugurated 
president vriis his benefactor and had ju«t 
Jittered these famous words to the south: 
"In your hands, my di^satisllwl li'llow- 
countryinon, and not mine is the mo- 
mentous issues of civil wiir.

Ur- 
niiudful of his oath Pickett went into the 
rebel army to destroy the government mid 
led the famous charge at Gettysburg and 
subsequently upon the same ground Abra- 
ham Lincoln mndo tho wonderful address 
dedicating the ground to tho uses of a nn- 
tioiml couietcry for tho loynl soldiers who 
fell in that great engagement.

farmer In ing- near Fairfield, la., had dis- 
covered a process allied to the X rays. 
and which he termed "Y" rays, by 
means of which a base metal could be 


11 transformed into gold at small cost 


people treated the matter as n joke. In- 
vestigation by a correspondent at Pair- 
field who has induced Mr. Johnson to 
talk about his. discovery puts a differ- 
ent lig-ht on the matter. It is found 
that Johnson is a graduate of Columbia 
college, New York, well provided for 
financially and possessing a complete 
chemical and physical laboratory at hi= 
country home. He simply claims th.it 
an ordinary base metal, w hich^ia* been 
considered a chemical element, is a com- 
pound of which gold is the principal 
part. 


After the publication of Prof. Roent 


gen's discoveries Johnson became in- 
terested, and, in company with Mr 
Minear, duplicated some of the easier 
experiments. 
After securing several 


pictures they concluded to experiment 
on the comparative transparency of E.CV 
«ral metals to theXrays. By accidenta 
block of one of the most common metals 
was placed in the box in a certain re- 
lation to the anode pole of the Crookea 
tube. 


After two hours Mr. Johnson ob- 


served that this metal was undergoing 
a change. The surface nearest the tube 
was «rvered to a depth of one-fourth of 
an inch w ith a white powder. Beneath 
this powder the metal presented uneven 
surfaces of yellowish color. More metal 
was procured and a like result followed. 
The change must have resulted from it» 
proximity to the anode pole of the 
Crookes tube. Rays of great chemical 
power must have been thrown off, and 
Mr. Johnson called these "Y" rays. 


Mr. Johnson then sent» block of the 


metal after it had undergone change to 
a friend at Columbia college, John C. 
Hotehklss, asking him to determine its 
nature. A reply has been, received in 
which preliminary results were given. 
The yellow metal, Mr. Hotchkiss says, 
"Is probably gold." The base metal 
need is a secret According to Mr. John- 
son, it is 88.92 per cent, gold and he can 
decompose a pound in three hours atnn 
expense of 13y, c«nts per hour. This 
means at a cost of about 50 cents to pro- 
duce about $153 worth of gold. Steps 
have been taken to patent the process in 
this country and abroad.

LINCOLN'S BIRTHPLACE. 


to Bo Purchased br «w nation •"* M»«" 


• Homo for DUabtod Soldier*. 


The birthplace of Abraham Lincoln, 


which it is proposed in a bill introduced 
in the house of representatives by Con- 
gressman Lewis, of Kentucky, to pur- 
chase and turn into a home for disabled 
soldiers, ia owned by A. W. Dennett, of 
Sew York city. The farm Is located 
about 45 miles southwest of Louisville, 
near the village of Hodgenville. There 
ire 110 acres of undulating land In the 
farm, abeut 15 acres of which is tim- 
bered. Near the center of the farm is 
a splendid spring, from which the place 
has derived its name of Lincoln Spring 
farm. Here Abraham Lincoln was born 
end lived until he was four years old. 


When Mr. Dennett bought the farm 


in November, 1894, his intention was 
to rescue the historic place from the 
neglect into which it had fallen. Fol- 
lowing this idea he built a pavilion for 
the accommodation of v isitors, fenced in 
the property and sowed grass seed oil 
over the entire farm. 


The log cabin in which Lincoln was 


born was sold several years ago and had 
been removed to a farm, where it was 
in use as a storehouse. The building 
was purchased by Mr. Dennett and 
moved back to the old site at Lincoln 
Spring farm. 


Mr. Dennett says that he had no idea 


of conveying the property to the United 
States government when he purchased 
it. Of late the congressmen from Ken- 
tucky and the Grand Army of the Ee- 
public have agitated the matter and 
hope the bill will go through congress 
A number of the officers of the grand 
army visited the farm during the re- 
cent encampment at Louisville and all 
were favorably impressed with the lo- 
cation and its adaptability for a sol- 
diers' home.

Intercitlnr »alk of an American Who 


Had Met Nm«r-Ed-toln. 


William C. Fox, former United States 


consul at Teheran, who was for some 
time in charge of the American lega- 
tion there, now editor of the Diplomatic 
and Consular Keview at Xew York, in 
talking of the ahah of Persia, who has 
just been assassinated, said: 


"NHsr-Ed-Din, the defender of reli- 


gion, ib the Arabic title by which the 
shah o* Persia was known. I reme-mber 
IJm three years ago when I was in 
charge, of the United States legation 
tt Teheran. The actual age of th» Mus- 
sulmen IB never known, but I should 
judge that the ruler of the land of the 
lion and the sun was at that time 64 
years of age. I had the honor to be re- 
ceived by him on several occasions in 
official audience. He impressed me as 
being every inch a man and a, king. The 
lost occasion upon which I saw him was 
the time he sent for me to personally 
thank me as the United States official 
representative for the great work w hich 
had been done by the American mis- 
sionaries in relieving the distress and 
in healing the sick during the tei rifle- 
cholera epidemic of 1892. The shah 
was very much moved and great big 
tears stood in his eyee at. he referred 
to the humane work of the American 
doctors, as he coiled the missionaries. 


"He always had a peculiar love for 


America, probably wing a great deal 
to the fact that it was the land beyond 
the sen. 
"The Persians called the United 


States 'Yange Donyo,' which meant the 
new world. And it is facetiously said 
that our own 'Yankee Doodle' is derived 
therefrom."
